> operates on 1 or 2 AA cells and has an earpiece where a speaker normally 
goes, 

> and it has low audio output. Innards are completely encapsulated in epoxy.

> only control is the on-off and volume;the instructions moulded on the 
case are 

> Vietnamese pictographs. I opted for an rf stage to reduce radiation, but 
this 

> added too much to the cost, so it was dropped. Cheap was the major 
criteria, 

> suitable for covert listening.

> I designed the prototype during my tour in Vietnam-on my desk (pet

> after other duties of the day. My organization obtained funds, and a large 


> quantity were built elsewhere and they were distributed (air dropped in 

> styrofoam boxes) into the mountain area near Pleiku and other places. Part

> this system package included an AM transmitter on the same frequency; the 
> project was turned over to the Vietnamese for broadcasting to the mountain 
> people and to others. I never heard a broadcast nor learned about any of 
the 

> programming-I was on to the next job.

> Why mention this? Several months ago I read (in a military retirement 
magazine) 

> about this marvelous museum being established on the East Coast to 
showcase such 

items that were military wartime developments, including communications 
equipment. They were looking for donations. 


So I called the museum and offered the radio (this might be the last one 
extant), along with a written history of the project . The acquisitions 
person 

> was very much interested in receiving the radio. I asked to speak with the 
> curator, and to paraphrase her quite loosely, "this is my show, the stuff

> in the basement, and one day I may decide to showcase it. But no 
promuises."
